(Editorial From Palm: Beach Post of Monday, Jan. 8, 195) 


Paul Rardin, new county commissioner for the Evèr- 
glades rict, struck a responsive chord last Tuesday 
when he besought the help of his colleagues in providing 
better roads in the western part-of the county. : 

Other members of the commission were quick to promise 
their cooperation and there is no reason to doubt their 
sincerity. 

In their determination to go the limit in carrying out a 
road construction program in the western. part of the 
county, the commissioners may be assured; of complete 
public support. The magnitúde of the haridicap imposed on 
the Everglades area by the lack of adequate farm roads is 
generally understood by the ptople of this county. 

In view of the marvelous progress tl has been made 
in that area despite this handicap the importance of re- 
moving it as soon as possible-cannot be questioned in any 
quarter. d 
Backing up the commission in this effort will be the 
Resources Development Board, which is now work on 
a comprehensive road prógram for the county. Schelluled 
for Jan. 17 is a meeting ot its rond committee, when there 
will. be submittetl lists of' new roads and road improve- 
ments needed in each community. ` 

It is planned to otitline these suggestions on a master 
map, with each project given a priority rating. This map, 
representing each community's own road planning will 
then go to the county commission for final approval. 

Of course the committee understands the difference be- 
tween marking roads on a map and actually constructing. 
them, but it is proceeding-on the theory that proper plan- 
ning is necessary if à county-wide program is to be carried 
ont. 

Since the people of evéry section will have.said their say, 
it is hoped that.future arguments over construction pri- 
orities may be avoided. As funds become available they 
can be applied where the need is greatest, as decided in 
advance. f ' 

Whether things will.work out that way remains to be 
seen. Tn any event the people: most concerned are being 
given an opportunity to say what they want, a)plan that
